A SUCCESSFUL OVARIOTOMY. 
By R. E. PIERCE, M. D., San Jose. 


The following record is submitted, not on account of any 
novelty attaching to the operation but to show how but 
slight constitutional disturbance may occur after operations 
of the greatest magnitude and involving regions but a few 
years ago considered almost inviolable. 


The patient, Miss S., about 40 years of age, had iSnein 


enjoyed good health till about two years ago when she 


noticed a slight enlargement of the abdomen which rapidly 
increased in size until it attained or exceeded the size of the 
pregnant womb at maturity. This had caused but little con- 
stitutional disturbance bevond a slight dyspnoea and some 
oedema of the feet and arkles. Examination per vaginum 
was rendered difficult by the existence of a portion of the 


hymen, but the diagnosis of probable ovarian cyst was soon 


arrived at and its immediate removal advised. ‘To this the 
patient readily consented, and on Thursday, February 19th, 
the operation was performed by Dr. R. H. Curtis, of San 


Francisco, assisted by Drs. Palmer, Breyfogle, Simpson, 


and Pierce. 

Etherization was rapidly accomplished and an incision 
made in the median line of the abdomen three and one-half 
inches in length. The tumor was found to be multilocular 
and of the right ovary. The lower cyst was evacuated of 
eight quarts of the characteristic fluid, while a larger cyst at 
the upper part of the tumor contained a fluid so dense and 
grumous that it would not flow through the canula, so that it 
was necessary to enlarge the wound and remove the tumor 
without further attempt at evacuation. The incision was 
therefore extended upward one and a half inches and slightly 
to the left of the umbilicus. The tumor was found to be 
attached posteriorly but was soon liberated and removed. 
The total weight of the tumor was thirty pounds. 


The pedicle was ligated with carbolized silk and returned 
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to the abdominal cavity. Upon examination, evidence of 


cystic disease was apparent also in the left ovary, and this 
likewise was removed. The abdominal cavity was thorough- 
ly washed with carbolized water until the returning fluid was 
colorless, The wound was closed by eight deep and two 


superficial sutures, supported by strips of adhesive plaster 


and covered with antiseptic gauze. 


The operation occupied two hours. The return to con- 
sciousness was slow and accompanied by symptoms of shock, 
the extremities becoming cold, the pulse feeble, and the 


temperature falling to 963. Heat was applied to the extrem- 


ities and 30 m. of brandy administered hypodermically with 
good result. At 7 o’clock in the evening the pulse was 96 
and temperature 994. The patient being very restless and 
complaining of pain a hypodermic injection of $ gr. morphia 
was given. She passed a very comfortable aight and Friday 


morning found her quiet with pulse 80 and temperature 994.

eral mucous discharges from the bowels, the arsenicum was 
discontinued and rhus substituted, and a single hypodermic 
injection of Declat’s nascent phenic acid used. The symp- 
toms ait once improved and the following morning the pulse 
was 96 and the temperature 993.

The bowels were moved with an enema on the fourth day 


and daily thereafter. 


It will thus be seen that there was not the slightest evl- 
dence of peritonitis. There was no pain whatever after the 
second day. The sutures were removed upon the ninth day, 
the wound having perfectly united without the least suppu- 
The only evidence of septicaemia lay in the slight 


‘Chere was no chill, and 
but for the use of the thermometer the condition would 


hardly have been detected. To be sure, all conditions were 


favorable for the success of the operation: the patient’s 
previous good health and her willingness and even desire 
that the operation be performed and at once; the scarcity of 
adhesions and the extreme care and skill of the operator all 
contributed to the most pleasant result. 


DISLOCATION THE THIGH CHILDHOOD 
By C. N. HART, M.D. 


I am induced to write of these cases, as but a few years 
have passed since in Suffolk, England, it was proved in a 
law-suit that seven years old was the earliest period at which 
this accident had taken place. (See, Hamilton on Fractures 
and Dislocations. ) 

And again, M. Guersant, Hon. Surgeon, Hospital Des-En- 
fants Malades, Paris, writes (1873), ‘‘ Many practitioners

are almost ignorant of the fact that traumatic luxation of the 
femur occurs in children—this lesion is so uncommon that 
those who have’ had occasion to observe it may be consid- 
ered specially favored. 


When one seeks instruction in any standard work upon 


surgery, in this peculiar luxation of childhood, he is apt to 
be sadly disappointed. 


From Hippocrates to ] Malgaigne, and since, very little has 
been written about it. 


Hippocrates compares the consequences of unreduced luxa- — 


tion of this bone in children and adults, and considers that 


generally they are more serious in the former, ‘‘because it 


does not follow the progress of growth, and remains shorter 
than that of the sound side.” (Op. Cit., p. 235.) 


Guersant, in twenty years’ experience at the children’s hos- 


pital at Paris, only saw three cases, and two of these were 
aged twelve and thirteen years. 


Knowing, then, the possibility of such an occurrence, and 
the terrible results, if through ignorance the luxation be un- 
reduced, let us look to the treatment, which I will illustrate 
by giving my cases. oe 


Some two years since, I treated a case in a boy of eight 
years successfully, with Liston’s splint for fracture of the 
femur, but it was unhandy and dirty. ° 


The last case occurred some two weeks ago. 


A little girl, eighteen months of age, daughter of Mr. C. 
De M., was heceihd to my office ‘‘to hare her knee examined.” 

The mother said she had been advised by a physician to 
apply ‘Tr. Arnica and water, and had done so for about two 
weeks, but the child was worse rather than better. | 

She had left the child upon a foot-stool (some eighteen 
inches high) to be absent a moment, and upon her return 
found the stool upset, and the child on the floor crying; this 
some three weeks previous. 

The child carried her right leg with foot everted (it was 
two inches longer than its mate); it gave considerable pain 
to move it, and she had no use except to drag the limb aiter 
her while holding on to some support, since the injury. 

The head of the femur was upon the tuberosity of the is- 
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chium. With an assistant and considerable trouble the lux- 
ation was reduced, with quite a ‘‘snap.” 

Now, although we expect very little resistance from mus- 
cular contraction at this early age, yet we lose also an equal 
amount of counterforce, and whether from this reason or be- 
cause of the lapse of three weeks, I know not (probably 
both factors), 1 had more trouble than I ever experienced 
in a like luxation occurring in after life. 

The luxation being reduced, I placed ahip-bandage tightly 


around the pelvis and loins; two long splints on the outer 


side of each limb, joined by a cross-piece at the bottom 


(like Hamilton’s splint for fracture of the femur in child- 


hood, but more like Guersant’s splint for similar uses); to 


these splints were bound the limbs at the knees, ankles and — 


hips, by a turn or two of the roller. The case has done 
splendidly, and the child kept clean. at 


SELECTIONS. 


EMERGENCIES — EUTHANASIA. 
By Pror. J. T. KENT, M. D., Louts. 


I am frequently asked, what should be done in times of 
great suffering, for immediate relief? ‘To those who desire 
to obtain reliable information, and wko wish to practice in 
accordance with our principles, I would say, take the symp- 
toms of each individual case and select the remedy capable 
of producing similar symptoms. In a general way this is all 
that would be expected of me for an answer to the question, 
by those who are conversant with materia medica. 

Consumptives often suffer greatly when left to themselves, 
and some medical practitioners, knowing no better way, give 
morphine and other stupefying agents, thinking that they 
allay human suffering. 

This kind of practice cannot be too strongly condemned. 


Firstly, it is an acknowledgment that our law is not all- 


embracing; secondly, it is the poorest kind of relief to the 
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patient. But LT would not deprive medical practitioners of 
all means of relief for their patients, without furnishing as 
- good or better ones. 

The consumptive when going down the last grade, needs 
the comfort of a true healing art, and not the makeshifts of 
mongrelism or allopathy. The homeopathic remedy is all 
that he, who knows how to use it, needs, to allay the severest 
distress. very true homcopathist knows the value of these 
wonderful remedies. | 

A few hints may not be out of place. 

‘When the hectic fever, that so rapidly burns the visti 
up, is in full blast; the hot afternoon skin, the night sweat, 


the constant burning thirst, the red spot on the cheek, the 


diarrhoea, the stool escapes when coughing, the intense fever 
p. m.; the constriction of the chest, suffocation; then should 


Phos., very high, be administered, but never repeated. An 


aggravation will follow, but it must not be meddled with, as 


it will soon pass off, leaving the patient free from fever, and 


he will go on to death, many times, comfortably. 1 1s the 
regrettable meddling that causes the dying man so much misery. 

_ The distressed suffocation and inward distress in chest and 
stomach, streaming perspiration, great sinking; must have 
_ the clothing away from neck, chest, abdomen, ghastly coun- 
tenance, and choking, call for Lachesis, and it may be given 
as often as occasion requires, but to give satisfaction and 
prompt relief, not lower than 200th. 

To this ghastly picture, if we add, he is covered with a 
cold sweat and there is one on either side of the bed fanning 
him, and the abdomen is distended with flatus, and the 
breath is cold, Carbo V. in water every hour for six hours, 
and stopped, will give rest and beatitude, with many thanks. 


But the time is yet coming when even these remedies will 


not serve us. 

The ghastliness of the picture has not been changed, and 
to it we have added the pains of dying cells — death pains, 
the last suffering. Such pains come on when mortification 
begins. If it is in the abdomen we may avert it by differen- 
tiating between Arsenicum and Secale, but it this pain comes 
in the last stage of consumptive changes, we are beyond 
these remedies. Much later there is a remedy, and it is 
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Tarentula Cubensis. It soothes the dying sufferer as I have 
never seen any other remedy do. 

I have seen 4Ars., Carbo V., Lyc., Lach., act kindly and 
quiet the last horrors, but Zurentula Cubensis goes beyond 
these. J have lately administered it in the 30th cent. 
potency. 

When death is inevitable, the first nuiiéu remedies seem 
to be mostly indicated, but no longer act, and the friends 
say, ‘‘ Doctor, can’t you do something to relieve that horri- 
ble suffering?” the pain, the rattling in the chest, with no 
power to throw the mucus out; the patient has but a few 
hours to suffer, but can be made as quiet as with the terrible 


morphine in a very few minutes, by the Zarentula 30th. 


I believe that no physician would use a narcotic if he only 
knew a better way. 

What is more inhuman than to leave the suffering patient 
in his last moments to writhe in the agonies of dissolution, 


surrounded by weeping friends? The true physician will 


embrace the opportunity to exercise his skill at these mo- 
ments. It has come to pass that I am invited frequently to 
stand at the bed of moribund patients, whom I never attended - 
during their curable ills, and as many times do I thank the 
Great Master for the wonderful means of allaying the pangs 


of the flesh, without resort to the necessity of departing from 


that law which I have so many times pronounced universal; 
even in the last moments-—a euthanasia.—St. Louis Periscope. 


SURGICAL THERAPEUTICS. 
By Prorsssor J. T. KENT, M.D., Sr. 


Stimulants are often called for in surgical practice. Cham- 
pagne is the best kind of stimulant to use after shock—small 
quantity of it, iced. If the patient seems to be sodden as if 
drunk, and has wandering delirium, alcohol in some form, 
may be of use—there is prostration and coldness and sinking 
(especially in those persons addicted to alcohol). After 
injuries or violent exertion, whisky is often required. 
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CAMPHOR is often called for after injuries or shock; the 
whole surface of the body is cold and clammy; face is pale 
and bluish, and lips also; tendency to diarrhoea from shock 
and exhaustion; pulse feeble: stupefaction of mind. There 
is a feeling of great exhaustion and weakness as found in 
Opium, accompanied with sighing. Opium has a similar.state 
of slow breathing. Opium also produces spinal meningitis. 


_ Capsicum.— Great in shock after injury; soft, carious state 
of the petrous portion of the temporal bone, cold, clammy 
skin: pulse becomes thready and almost imperceptible; 
burning sensation internally and chilly externally; chilliness 
is especially in the back, between the scapule; prostration, 
beginning in the back, sluggishness of the body as in cold 
weather; anxiety from conscious danger of death, with chill- 
iness in the or. 


Oxamommta.— Its mental state will often guide you to its 
use; unnerved by the pain; aggravated by talking and touch; 
groans continually; cannot endure the pain any longer; in- 
creased susceptibility to pain is a grand feature of it; cold, 
moist skin, perspiration on the forehead and extremities 
cold; pain is not made better from warmth. (Verat. has 
this sweat all over the body, something lke Cham. only 
more extensive, and made better by warmth:) Cham. is the 


opiate of homeopathy; it is the best remedy to taper off 


opium eaters; diarrhcea and vomiting after the administra- 


tion of large doses of opium. (Chronic diarrhea after 


opium, is generally cured by Puls. Puls. will act with 
opium. ) 


CorrEA.— The menial state and hyperesthesia of the skin 
are aggravated by any one walking across the floor ever so 
lightly; pain ameliorated by cold water; they are wide 
awake; sleepless so long as there is any noise about, even 
ticking of the clock keeps him awake, like opium. It is a 
great remedy for restlessness and sleeplessness. 


GELSEMIUM.— Overpowering fear, with fatigue and great 
exhaustion, and tendency to diarrhoea; diarrhoea from fear; 
dizziness, unconsciousness and restlessness; pale and anx- 
ious face, aching in back and limbs, great fear of injury, and 
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recollection of the horror; paralytic weakness; there may be 
a good pulse, and yet this feeling of great prostration; the 
arms and head feel too heavy; he wants to lop down ona 
couch. 


Hyprricum.— Great remedy for tetanus; darting pains in 
the back; contraction of muscles of various parts of the 
body, resultant on injuries to nerves. Aco. and Arn. were 
once used alternately for tetanus, latterly Hyper. takes the 
place of both. Ledum, when a horse has picked up a nail; 
Hyper. when tetanus follows laceration of the skin; injuries, 

_ whenever there are sensary nerves involved; injuries of the 
feet and hands. Ledum: gouty and inflammatory conditions 
are relieved by ice-cold water; parts blue and dusky and 
veins enlarged. 


Nox. Moscuata.—Patient is stupid, in the sense of sleep- 
iness. Jn all diseases there is this constant drowsiness, 
even in chill; pain from pit of stomach to chest, sometimes 
very sharp and aching; the least exertion causes somnolence, 
peculiar prostration of old people; they become tired out 
very easily; (old people are very loquacious—Agar. ) 


AconituM.——-Injury with fright, which is followed by fever 
_and accompanied by the peculiar mental state; fear of death | 
and misfortune; there is active obstruction, restlessness; 
all the senses excessively keen; pulse tense, thready and 
wiry, chilly when uncovered; when rising in bed the patient 
faints. (Bry. and Veratum also, but Verat. has also face 
covered with cold sweat in large drops.) Sometimes when 
Aco. appears to be indicated and has done its work, but not 
finished the case, Sulph. would follow it. If the patient 
seems to be sinking and the fear of death remains and other 
symptoms indicating that the patient is going down vary fast, 

give one dose of Ars. 
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Arnica.—The important use of it does not end in its local 
application for bruises, and hardly begins there. After an 
injury of any kind Arn. is very often the internal remedy in- 
dicated, and should not be given in the tincture if you want 
to derive the greatest benefit from it. Sickness at the stom- 

‘ ach, vomiting especially, consequent on shock; aggravated 
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by motion and from rising; wants the head low. (Ars. and 
Bry. high.) Patient wants to be covered warmly, the whole 


body is cold excepting the head and face, which is warm or 
hot; bruised feeling of the body. | 


Cuina.—After exhaustive hemorrhages, the patient seems 
to be sinking; pale countenance and threatened collapse from 
hemorrhage; may have repeated hemorrhages. China has a 
peculiar sensation in this condition, bordering on collapse; 
they feel the blood coming warm from the heart; heat in the 
cardiac region. Another feature: If, after having opened an 
abscess, the patient becomes exhausted from collapse of the 

cavity remaining, or from emptying the pus, of after tapping 
the abdominal cavity; after excessive masturbation. — ou 


STroNTIANA CaRB.—Similiar to Carbo veg. Engorgement 
of the veins of the face and hands; oozing of dark blood 
from mucous membrane after injuries, from the nose and 
uterus in small quantities, but continuous. (Carbo veg. also). 
It is a very important remedy for sequelx# of hemorrhages; 
(like China), bright colors appear before the eyes; rheumatic 
pains, which generally confine themselves to the right side; 
great debility which he never had before (like Ars. and Carbo — 
veg.), aggravated from fanning and ameliorated by warmth 
only; (unlike Carbo veg., which desires to be fanned and 
gets relief therefrom). 


CuLororormM.—If taken in whiffs after shock or an injury, 
gives relief. Too much of it is injurious and might prove 
fatal. Inhalation of stimulants of any kind to resuscitate the 
patient. Attimes when respiration is almost stopped, few 
and feeble, features are motionless, lips are livid, pulse 
feeble, in fact he is almost dead; unconscious; it may be at- 
tenuated like any other substance and given on pellets.

Nux Vomica.~-Despondent; always angry and fretful, and 
fainting from slight causes. Convulsions coming on from , 
flatulence. The convulsions are attended by cramps and 
contractions of a clonic character. Shooting pains in the 
limbs. Whenever a patient has been drugged, or when sev- 
eral bad prescriptions have been given, give Nux. and let it 
act for several days; (while Nux modifies the effect of Graph. 
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in the stomach, yet it does not affect the deep action upon 
the general system). 


Optum.—One of the most prominent features is the long 
time between the respirations; the breathing is stertorous 
and at long intervals. Opium sometimes paliates apoplexy; 
patient falls down and froths at the mouth. There is a pecu- 
liar sound, generally indicating opi. in respiration; this oc- 
curs 1n apoplexy and injuries of the brain, shock, and some- 
times concussion; (in all cases of impending collapse give 
but one dose of medicine). 


SECALE cor,—Often indicated in gangrene. There is a 


similarity between Ars. and Secale in gangrene pathological- 


ly. The diarrhoea is watery and there is apparent deadness 
of the fingers and toes and threatened gangrene; great thirst 
for acids; wants to be uncovered though the skin is cold and 
clammy; this is Secale only. _ Cannot bear heat; wants 


doors and windows open; with all these symptoms attending 
collapse and gangrenous states, the urine is suppressed. 


ARSENICUM.—Tendency to collapse as in cholera; skin is 


dry, cold, or moist, pinched and livid; great restlessness; 


thirst for water little and often; vomits drinks as soon as. 
swallowed; wants external heat and cannot bear a breath of 
air; perspiration relieves the patient generally, and pain re- 
turns as soon as it stops. Let us suppose an advanced state 
of typhoid fever: bowels are tympanitic; patient vomits black 
masses; black, watery, offensive stools; great tenderness of 
the bowels; great prostration and thirst. This is description 


of gangrene and perhaps such a case almost too far gone to 


be saved. There is no time to lose. The proper remedy will 
save the case. Pathologists will say that Ars. is the remedy, 
not knowing that Secale will and has produced the same 
lesion. Now if you find that the clothing is thrown off, and 
the patient cannot bear the heat, Secale i is the remedy. If 
you find the reverse, Ars. 


CarBo. vEG.—Will be called for in low state, particularly 
indicated in collapse, with the hypocratic countenance, 
which, as a rule, belongs to this remedy; (Ars. has it also). 


-Cadaverous stools (like Ars.); but has that which Ars. has 
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) 


not very prominently; the circulation is stagnant; it has cold- 
ness of the surface (like Ars.), patient is made .better from 
fanning; patient is apparently dying and wants to be fanned; 
the breath is absolutely cold; the veins seem to stand out 
and are full of blood; frequent, scarcely perceptible pulse; 
(collapse with hot breath would scarcely call for Carbo veg.) 


Verat. also has cold breath, with excessive diarrhoea and 


vomiting. Carbo veg. has saved life at the brink of death, 


with these symptoms present. Cold sweat on the forehead 


particularly indicates Verat. In Verat. the sweat is cold in 


collapse; Carbo veg. it is warm when it comes out, and 


there is slight warmth of the surface. Calc. carb. the 


sweat is warm when it comes out, and becomes cold on the 


face. 


CARBO. VEG.—Patient wants to be fanned. (Mer. is indi- 
cated for profuse sweat, which is warm and remains so until 
it is made cold by removing the covers, which makes him 
wild). Another prominent feature is that the patient lies 
with the limbs drawn close to the abdomen in these troubles. 
Nose, ears and forehead are very cold. (Verat. also). 


Patient is giddy and blind; that is, a sensation of blindness 


comes over him; skin livid and pulse thready and almost 
dies away; rapid yawning and incessant sighing, which is 
really gasping; dark areola around the eyes; increasing 
stupor. 


LacHEsis.—Where the shock apparently strikes to the 
heart, producing pain in it, cold sweat, blueness of the sur- 
face and sinking, choking, wants to tear everything away 
from the throat, sensation of suffocation, the sweat comes 
out from suffocation and anxiety, hence being secondary; (in 
Verat. is primary and cold when it comes out). We have 
Carbo. veg., Verat and Lach. for this cold sweat. 


HYDROCYANIC ACID AND Lauro.—These are so similar in 
their pathogenetic effect, that the one might be substituted 
for the other in certain disease manifestations. The most 
prominent feature of the acid, is, a teaspoonful of water gur- 
gles all the way down the throat to the stomach; (Ars. also). 
Distorted features and dilated pupils; eyelids paralyzed; 
cannot open and close the eyes. (Lauro. also). 
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TaBacum.—Collapse, especially deadly nausea as if he 
would die from sinking; legs are cold. 


Narr. Mur.—If you can ascertain whether the patient 
needed it before receiving the injury. Great thirst and ag- 
gravated at 11 a. m. Threatened collapse of intermittent 
pulse; aggravated when lying on left side, with heart throb- 
bing. Not so far advanced as Carbo. veg., Ars. and Lach. 


_ If you have chronic affections resultant on injuries, relieved 


by sweat; dreams of horrible things, robbers, fire and mur- 


der; aggravated from consolation; dream of robbers in the 


house, and he will not believe the contrary until search is 


made. 


VERAT. ALB.— Cold sweat, mostly on the face; vomiting, 
diarrhoea and thirst; profuse sweat, extreme pain, delirium 
and terror; feels nervous, as if he would fly; despairs of life; 
numbness and chillness increased by drinking, though the 
thirst is intense; abdomen. 


Fercac.— Very important for hemorrhages; patient suffo- 
cates; blood a bright red; cold sweat drops from the hands; 
uterine hemorrhage of slight gush of bright red blood causes: 
fainting, sinking; (Exhaustion from great loss of blood, 
China). 


SuLPHUR.— A ragged philosopher; patient craves liquor; 
old broken down inventor; is faint and weary and trembling; 
talking causes much fatigue; jerking of the limbs and falling 
asleep. Irritative Fever, Sulph. is my first remedy. I have 
been in the habit for a long time of beginning every case of 
puerperal fever with Sulph., because it is the very deep 
acting; unhealthy eruption, dejected appearance and feelings; 
patient looks besotted and has pimples and scaly eruptions; 
discolored skin; red patches on cheeks, here and there, with 
feverish condition; great thirst and sometimes voracity; food 
disgusts and he craves brandy and beer; patient dirty and 
dislikes to be washed; all the symptoms are aggravated by 
application of water; there is some pain throughout the 
body, and especially disposed to locate in deep seated parts 
and become chronic. The system is slow to respond to well 
selected remedies. (Nux opposite; well selected remedies 
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attack them viciously.) After Nux. this increased suscepti- 
bility 1s modified; (chronic syphilitic affections of the skin). 

Caucaria Cars. It often follows Sulphur; constant feel- 
ing of heat and coldness, with or without shivering; withered 
skin and emaciation; constant solicitation about his affairs; 
patient sweats from mental exertion; bone and other suppu- 


rations; marked fear; cold, damp feet; fat people are prone 


to sweat on the slightest provocation in the way of exertion; 
habitual cold hands and feet. (Sulph. also.) Hepar occu- 
ples a position midway between Sulph. and Calc. 
Lycopopium.— Aggravated from four to eight P. M.; red 
sand in the urine; great rumbling in the bowels; general en- 


gorgement of the abdominal tissues; sebacious eruption; 


forced respiration, with fan-like motions of ale nasi, caused 


by obstruction of respiratory passages, in low states; some- 


times the patient will protrude the tongue in order to breathe 
more easily; warm applications aggravate the pains of Lye. 
It is very useful in rigors. attending suppurations, relieving 
them if it does not do any more; these rigors occur in hectic 
fevers and the incipient stage of puerperal fevers. (Com- 
pare Silicea.) 


_ EFFICACY OF FUCUS VESICULOSUS (Quercus Marina) 
FOR THE CURE OF OBESITY. 


Fucus vesiculosus, sometimes termed quercus marina, and 
kelp-ware, or Bladder wrack, is a cryptogamic sea-weed, which 
was formerly employed by the Romans for the cure of gout. 
Mr. Duchesne Duparc has recently published an interesting 
monograph on this plant, in which he informs us that Gaubius, 
Annel and Baster, to whom on Dr. Pereira’s authority we may 
add the name of Dr. Russel, employed it with supposed advan- 
tage as a deobstruent in scrofula, goitre and glandular enlarge- 
ments. The discovery of the medical virtues of iodine had 
caused it to be forgotten, but accident again recommends it 
to the attention of the therapeutist, and thanks to Mr. Duch- 
esne Duparc, itis in a fair way to recover a portion, at least, 
of its former celebrity. 


‘‘ Some years ago,” says that pactioner, ‘‘fucus vesiculosus 
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was mentioned to me as a useful remedy for inveterate 
psoriasis; I gave it a trial which did not yield the promised 
results, but the failure was compensated by the discovery of 
other remarkable effects. In all the persons to whom the 
drug was exhibited, a more or less considerable loss of flesh 
was observed. This phenomenon invariably occurred, occa- 
sionlly in a short time but always without discomfort or dis- 
turbance of the digestive functions, the only appreciable 
symptom being an increase of the urinary secretion.” 

Since this period (1857), several patients affected with ex- 
cessive obesity having derived considerable benefit from the 
use of the remedy, Mr. Duchesne Duparc continued to pre- 
scribe it, not as a specific for diseases of the skin, but as a 
new stimulant of the absorbents of fatty matter and as a 
deobstruent, calculated to arrest the progress of premature 
encumbrance of flesh. The author adduces in his pamphlet 
several new cases confirmative of the first results observea, | 
and enters into an interesting disquisition on the subject of 
the nature and treatment of obesity. We must confine our- 
selves to a brief description of the characters and mode of 
exhibition of fucus vesiculosus. 

Kelp-ware is one of the numerous genera of the tribe 
Fucoidee to which rural economy, arts, manufactures and 
medicine are further indebted for many useful contributions. 
It abounds on the shores of the Atlantic and Mediterranean, 
and is attached by a fan-shaped pedicle to the rocks, rising - 
to a height of 13 or 15 inches, in a coriaceous dichotomous 
frond, supplied with air-vessels and receptacies filled with 
mucus. Its substance is thickish, flexible, and tough; glossy 
green when fresh, dark brown when dry; its odour is strong, 
and its taste nauseous. 

Fucus vesiculosus may be pulverised, and an extract is pre- 
pared which is more active than the powder. Mr. Duchesne 
Duparce precribes the extract in three-grain pills, 15 or 20 of 
which should be taken in the course of the day. A decoc- 
tion which can be exhibited between or at the meals, may 
also be made with half an ounce of desiccated fucus (the 
stem and smaller branches being removed), for two pints of 
water. A tincture prepared according to the homocepathic 
method is the best way to use the drug.

Restless and very irritable, nearly 
always lying down and head wrapped up. Hom. Worzp. 


Ferrum picricum.—-This salt, in doses of from 1-50th to 
1-100th part of a grain, causes a tendency to night perspir- 
ations; patient wakes up in a fright and finds herself in a 
perspiration. It also causes a tendency to constipation and 
headathe, the headache being markedly worse after meals. 
It causes too a pain along the urethra with a desire to urin- 
ate during the day, its eneuresis being more painful than that 
_of other preparations of Iron and besides the pain extends 
along the entire urethra and is not confined as with the phos- 
phate to the neck of the bladder. This salt will be found 
useful in Indigestion, with symptoms of biliousness and tend- 
ency to headache and furred tongue and in Phthisis pul- 
monum with possibly such symptoms as night sweats, op- 
pressed breathing and restless semi-delirious sleep. In bil- 
ious, dark haired persons, with whom Iron usually disagrees, 
it will be found, should the symptoms indicate it, of the 
greatest service. _ Dr. Cooper In Hom.

Vessels, by A. R. Thomas. Diseases of the Organs of Digestion, Clarence M. 


Conant, W.T. Laird, H. R. Arndt, and A. C. Cowperthwaite. Diseases of 


- the Liver and Pancreas, by W. H. Dickinson. Other contributors to this vol- 
ume, besides those mentioned, are Drs. P. Dudley, Y. G. Gilchrist, E. N. 


Jones, W. T. Laird, L. D. Morse, and W. B. Trites—all names familiar to 


the homeopathic profession as men able and trustworthy and often brilliant 


In their respective branches. In order to give a better idea of the scope of 


this great addition to our literature, we append the following notes from the 


Preface, deferring until a later number an extended review of the work: 


‘‘The editor possesses one great advantage over the majority of the progen- 
itors of new books in that he needs not enlarge upon the raison d’étre of this 
publication. The entire homeopathic school have, for years, experienced 
the want ef a work on ‘Practice,’ which should take the place of the very 
excellent, but now old, treatises of Baehr, Kafka, and others. It was justly 
argued that none of these works are sufficiently comprehensive to serve our

.for consultation and a safe authority in times of perplexity and doubt. 


‘‘ After a careful examination of the various methods of arrangement of 
contents employed by different authors, the editor adopted the general group- 
ing of Reynolds, subdividing, however, each section upon an anatomical 


basis. Thus, the section upon Diseases of the Organs of Digestion is divided 


into diseases ‘of the mouth, cwsophagus, stomach, intestines, peritoneum, 
liver, and pancreas; each of these is again similarly subdivided. Thus, the 
Diseases of the Mouth are treated in the following order: diseases of the 


gums, teeth, tongue, salivary glands, tonsils, uvula, mucous membrane of the 
mouth. 


‘‘The treatment of each topic is based upon a desire to make every chapter 
of the greatest possible value to the reader. It has been the aim of contribu- 
tors to give just enough space to etiology, pathology, differential diagnosis, 
and so forth, to make the article complete, and to furnish a clear summing 


up of the present state of pathological knowledge and of the subjects enumer- 


ated. 
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‘* Particular pains have been taken with the ‘ treatment’ of the various dis- 
eases herein discussed. The remedies in most cases have been arranged, not 
alphabetically, as has been the custom, but in the order of their clinical im- 
portance. This arrangement is not free from objection, because remedies 
which a writer deems of paramount importance in the treatment of some one 
disorder, may, to the professional reader, seem of little value in the same 
condition, and vice versa. Such result is unavoidable in a work of this kind, 
and readers may take consolation from the fact that the work has been done 
not only conscientiously but, in nearly all cases, by those abundantly quali- 
fied by extensive clinical experience to speak with authority. 


‘‘ The indications for remedies are of necessity given with reference only to 
symptoms which occur in direct connection with the disorders treated, con- 
comitant symptoms are usually ignored, because a work like this cannot be 
made to take the place of a work on symptomatology. In order to further 
increase the usefulness of this work, the chapters on ‘Treatment’ were not 
limited in range to therapeutics, but were made to embrace extensive observa- 
tions on hygiene, nursing, dietetics, the use of hot and cold baths, electro- 


therapeutics, and the various means and agencies with which the intelligent 


medical man at this day combats disease and relieves suffering. Much ‘lib- 
erality,’so called, has been displayed by contributors, at the particular request 
of the general editor, who is fully aware of the probable effect, in certain 
directions, of this course. The consciousness that the information thus fur- 
nished, and the directions here given, do not in the least compromise the 
dignity and the clinical value of the homeopathic law, that they represent the 
homeceopathic practice of to-day as it really exists, and that they will prove the 
means of saving our younger colleagues much anxiety and possible blunder- 


ing, these combined will more than outweigh any criticism which can be 


offered on this score.’’

SOME SPECIAL INDICATIONS FOR THE USE 


CHILDREN. 


Since it is impossible to ascertain the subjective symptoms. 
(those of the patients own feelings and sensations) of small 


children accurately, we must make use of the objective 
symptoms, that is such as can be perceived by the senses of 


the prescriber. Such are the appearance, expression of the 


child, the pulse and temperature, etc. We will give some 
of the principal objective symptoms of remedies, which will 


~ enable us to prescribe the right remedy in the various dis- 


eases children are subject. 


Aconite. —The child has a hot dry skin, is restless and 


sleepless, frets and cries a good deal, bites his fingers and 
has green watery diarrhoea; croupy cough, also cough in 
which child grasps at throat. When new born infants do 
not urinate a few doses will establish the function. The 
child is usually very thirsty, and seems to be relieved very 
much by holding to the cup containing cold water with its 


mouth, apparently for the purpose of cooling its ame. 


Pulse is full and quick and is hot all over. 


Antimon. Crud.—Child has a white tongue; it looks as if 
it were whitewashed. It is very cross; won’t let you look at 
him or touch him. A great deal of crying, with vomiting 


and diarrhoea—watery, profuse diarrhoea, containing lumps 
of curd. 


_ Apis. Summer complaint; suppression of or painful urine; 
child has no appetite, is not thirsty; breathing is oppressed. 
The child starts with a loud, shrill scream from its stupor. 
Child bores head into the pillow. 
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Arsenic.—The little patient does not want to be spoken to, 


and seems relieved by being carried rapidly around. There 


is much thirst for cold water, but he wants buta sip at a 
time. Pale and cadaverous face; food passes undigested; 


stools are offensive; child is very weak and emaciated. 


Belladonna is especially useful for precocious children 
blue eyes and blonde hair; for children that sleep but little, 
and yet are sleepy. Also for lively, obstinate children, that 
cry easily, perspire readily and apt to take cold; sudden cry- 
ing out in sleep; pupils dilated; a sweaty feeling to the skin; 
child starts easily; has a tendency to convuisions; face 
flushed, red eyes; great heat of head and face; child puts 
hand to head, showing that it suffers pain there. _ 


Borax. Child fears all downward motion. Even when 


asleep, it suddenly awakes by the downward motion to put 


it down on the bed; fears going down stairs, etc; violent 
starting at the slightest noise; sore mouth, which is hot, 
also, hot head and hot palms; child frequently lets go of the 


nipple, showing signs of pain in mouth on nursing; urine 


smells badly. 


Bryona.—The child does not want to be moved—any mo- 


tion seems to increase his sufferings—must be kept still in 
order to be appeased. It is constipated, stools are large, 
hard and dry. Lips dry, parched and cracked; the child does 


not like to take hold of the breast, but when once its mouth 
is moistened it draws well. Much thirst, diarrhoea from hot 
weather. 


Calcarea is the great remedy for scrofulous, fat, flabby 
children. There is much perspiration especially around the 
head, so as to wet the pillow. Bloated abdomen, white 
chalklike stools, child craves eggs, glands are swollen, slow 
and difficult dentition. The gums are pale and shiny when 
the tooth is a long time coming through. The child’s feet 
are cold and damp and feel as if it had a cold, damp stock- 
ing on. Child frequently awakes about 3 A. M., and is then 
sleepless. Leucorrhoea of little girls. 
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Chamomilla.—This is the greatest homocepathic remedy 
for diseases of children. The chamomilla patient is very 
fretful and wants to be carried about. Is very cross, wants 
everything but refuses it when offered; child stiffens itself and 
bends backward, kicks and screams. The child must have 


motion which is the only thing that relieves him. Colic, 


greenish diarrheea, or like chopped eggs. Stools have odor 


of decayed eggs, one cheek is apt to be red, the other pale. 


The child seem to be extra sensitive to pain. 


Cina.—For worms and reflex symptoms due to presence of

FOOD FOR THE DYSPEPTIC. 


Dr. J. Milner Fothergill, in one of his recent letters to the 


Philadelphia Medical Times, the practical 
hints on this subject: 


Not only i in conditions of acute disease, where the diges- 
tion is almost annihilated, but in some very pronounced 


eases of more chronic character, the subject of feeding the 


patient 1s one of paramount importance. Milk is our sheet- 
anchor, doubtless; but, unfortunately, milk is distasteful to 
many persons; while it is apt, in certain cases, to curdle so 
firmly in the stomach that the curd never falls to pieces again 
until voided per anwm, in consequence of which it is worth- 
less as a food;* while the firm curd is a source of irritation to 
the bowels, setting up diarrhoea, and in cases of enteric 


fever even endangering the patient’s life by the possibility 


of tearing the bowels at some spot weakened by ulceration. 
Not even where the precaution is taken of mixing it with an 
alkali, as Seltzer water, or Vichy or Vals water, can this risk 
be entirely obviated. At the London Fever Hospital, in order 
to avoid too firm curdling, and the consequential damages 
thereof, some farinaceous material is added to the milk, so 
that, the curd will not be too firm for subsequent disintegra- 
tion. What is often wanted is something which will sit 


* Combining Extract of Malt with milk: prevents the curdling of the milk 
in the stomach fo a great extent. 
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easily upon the stomach (for, if it do not, it is soon rejected 
by vomiting), and at the same time require but 4 minimum > 
of the digestive act. This last is of cardinal importance. 
‘Such a tood should contain material readily convertible into 
grape-sugar, a certain proportion of albuminoids, and some 
fat. Milk, with baked flour, comes nearly to this standard. 
By the act of baking, starch is advanced on its way to grape- 
sugar. Crusts of bread, the well-baked outer portion of the 
loaf, soaked in hot water, and mixed with milk, present a 
form of starch requiring little saliva to complete its conver- 
sion into grape-sugar. The different ‘‘ baby foods,” too, 
present great advantages as food for those who are either 
-pronouncedly dyspeptic, or whose digestion is partly 
paired by acute disease. Where fluid food alone canbe— 
taken, the contact with the salivary diastase is too brief to— 
be of much service; and, unless the starchy materials have 
had some previous acquaintance with diastase, they will in 
all probability be voided unchanged. Probably in acute dis- 
— ease little diastase is formed, whether salivary or pancreatic. 
_ Be that as it may, itis well to be upon the safe side by giving, 
as food, farinaceous material which has already been acted 
upon by diastase. Such a food is malt extract, under what- 
ever name itis sold. A good malt extract is a valuable food 
—a costly food, doubtless, but a food of priceless value at 
times of emergency. We are accustomed to look at malt ex- 
tracts too purely from their diastatic point of view; that is, 
as artificial digesters of starch by their free diastase. But 
they possess a value beyond that, which is scarcely sufii- 
ciently recognized. Even where the diastase has been to a 
large extent killed by careless preparation, there remain the 
albuminoids in soluble form, the phosphates in like form, 
and so much maltose or digested starch. Consequently, a 
malt extract is a very valuable food, and, what is more, is a 
food which sits well upon the stomach in almost all instances. 
Indeed, in a very bad case seen some months ago, the medi- 
cal man in attendance upon the case had tried every food 
which the patient could tolerate except malt extract; and 
the only thing left for me to suggest was, that a teaspoonful 
of malt extract be given every hour. This was done; the 
stomach did not resent the presence of so small a bulk; and 
after a fortnight other food could be taken, and soon the 
patient got quite well. | 
In fact, in very grave gastric cases, malt extract is a food 
which may often be resorted to when almost at one’s wit’s 
end what to do. This food can be taken either alone, or 
mixed with milk or with Seltzerwater, as the patient pleases, 
and can either form part of a meal, or be taken betwixt 
meals, or it can be added to beef-tea or chicken-broth. Such 
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meat-tea alone has a very small food value; but the addition 
of baked flour or malt extract makes amighty difference, and 
the combination constitutes a capital food. In cases of 
pthisis where the digestion is upset, and there is a palpable 
danger of. the patient sinking from inanition, such food is 
indicated, and is usually well borne. It may alternate with 
milk with advantage. It must be borne in mind, that just as 
_ a variety of food is craved for by people in health, so some 
variety is relished by the dyspeptic. Milk with seltzer-wa- 
ter may precede some beef-tea with baked flour, and that 
again be followed by some compound food containing malt- 
ose, with milk. Then some stewed fruit may be given in 
such cases where it agrees with the patient. But cane-sugar 
is very apt to undergo acetous fermentation in the stomach, 
and so give rise to much acidity, and hence is contra-indi- 
cated in many cases. But, where it can be taken, the juice 
: of stewed fruit makes a pleasant change; though, unfortun- 
— ately, this is not often the case. More frequently the changes 
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| be rung on milk and malt preparations. Maltose differs 
| widely from cane-sugar in the liability of undergoing acetous 
|S ‘fermentation in the stomach, rarely if ever undergoing that 
mee i ty change. Of course, there is another matter to be attended 
| ia to, which is not unimportant; and this is, that, as only a 
| small bulk of food can be taken at once, it is necessary, in 
Th Me order to provide the patient with a sufficiency of nourish- 
ey i | ment, that these little meals should be taken at frequent in- 
ae ie tervals. About one-third of a pint at once, every two hours, 
| | 1s enough to start with; and, as the stomach gains power, the 
quantity can be increased. But, as variety is pleasant to all, 
| | Aes a little white-fish, boiled, may be added to the ‘‘baby-foods” 
| after a certain amount of improvement has been attained. 
| It is as well, however, to remember the old proverb, ‘“The 


more haste, the less speed”; for never is the truth of the 
adage more forcibly illustrated than in the case of dyspepsia, 
where precipitancy, and anxiety to get on, very commonly 
defeat their own aim. But there is a lower stratum than 
this, viz: a class of cases where only the most easily digested 
foods can be taken at all; where the stomach cannot be bul- 
lied, and where compromise alone is practicable. Jn these 
very troublesome cases ‘‘baby-foods” are our sheet-anchor 
to start with. And even when something approaching an 
. Ordinary meal can be taken in small quantities, a glass of 
milk with some good malt extract in it, about two hours 
after the meal, when the contents of the stomach are pass- 
ing the pyloric ring, is a good addition to it. The increas- 
ing failure of digestive power of the present day calls into 
action the skill of the chemist; and, fortunately for dyspep- 
tics, the chemist possesses the skill. . | 
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
